to proceed with library’ plans. The 
Regents. accepted a revised esti- 
mate of $960,000; an ‘increase of 
$50,000. 

This rise in .cost was “ necesi- 
tated ‘by .the discovery that. the 
footings would have to go ‘deeper 
plus the added cost of miscellane- 
ous items for the building itself. 
This also includes air conditioning. 

‘heating and other permanent 
equipment. 

Ground samplings have showed 
that pilings for the. building -will 
have to extend deeper. than ‘was 
expected, Clarence Kirkland 
chairman of the building. and 
grounds committee, said. 

‘The library will be constructed 
on: the west side of the campus 
where ‘the tennis -courts are now 
located. The ground breaking and 
excavatjon for the: foundation will - 
probably begin in the late spring. 

The -building is expected to be 
completed in’ May, 1955: The 
building will, be ready for oc-., 
‘cupancy in be aes ee the | saie,,.
